And from what I've gone 
over, there may be s.pme duplication about whicu as a practical natter I won't be able to 
do jm'^iiing. UnfortJ^tely, I have no recollection, and what I've just said domes from 
something I daw in what ^ call the "subject" file. If I did not explain this, as I reead 
the records I got, which I've kept as I got them for archival purposes, I nade^i5>Ii°a'te 
copies for subject filing. In this^ file were copies of a couple of FBI letters to me. 

TtAy can serve as a check for you so I'll be copying them. 

1 I'm surprised you didn't get from Fensterwald some pages from the de H manuscript 
of a book because, and I've removed this because you won't want tliat duplicated^ I sent them 
to him with a n»eTn(> and you do not have that in your list.

I do not have an Oltmans file but believe Fensterwald should have one, if of 
nothing else what he copied from Garrison s* (l i m a gi n e that Garrison still has that 
cri^p if he'd copy it for you.) 

This led me to twnir and I found what I forgot to mention to you and it includes 
some excerpts from Garrison's outhouse. Before I s tariffed getting all those FOIA records 
X did have a de file, seprate form' the later subject files. I hiive a second one of 1975 
releases, 'together they are about an inch thick. The text of an Oltmans interview of de M 
ts included and I don't know‘ijBiat else. These two files were in my office and no problem 
to get. I t/ilnk that rather than either of us trying to oxeroiso any judpment, and I do 
not have the tine to read then as a basis for judgement, it will be besljto copy all. I do 
not have a clear understanding of where you are going and I'm sure that copying all I have 
will be mu^, much less costly that your making a trip down here. 

This in turn reminds me about you good wishes about my fall. If everytldng else 
turned out that well I'd be a youngster at 77!

We 11 then 
remove it and check the other listing and I hope I'll then be ready to take this into 
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town for zerozln#. I'll arra^e to deliver It on a morning that permits them to £o it and 
return i'( to me the same day*
